unknown epitope, wherein a second antibody is obtained from screening the 
B combinatorial library;

16. (Amended) The antibody of claim 15, wherein the antibody has the specificity of an 
3 antibody produced by E. coli ATCC 69522.

17. The antibody of claim 15, wherein the first antibody is an Fb or an Fab fragment. 

1 8. The antibody of claim 15, wherein the antigen is selected from the group consisting of a 
bacterial, a viral, a parasitic, a fungal, a tumor and a self-antigen. 



1 9. The antibody of claim 1 8, wherein the viral antigen is selected from the group of viruses 
consisting of a hepatitis B virus (HBV), a human immunodeficiency virus (HTV), an 
influenza A virus, an Epstein Barr virus (EBV), a herpes simplex virus (HSV), a 
respiratory syncytial virus (RSV), a human cytomegalovirus (HCMV), a varicella zoster 
virus (VZV), and a measles vims. 
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20. The antibody of claim 1 9, wherein the viral antigen is a HSV glycoprotein D. 

2 1 . The antibody of claini 15, wherein the preselected epitope is a non-neutraUzing epitope. 

22. The antibody of claim 15, wherein the previously unknown epitope is a neutralizing 
epitope. 



23. The antibody of claim 1 7, further comprising sequencing a nucleic acid encoding an 
amino acid sequence of the second antibody.
